in the newspaper on January 19, 1966. Both Mr. and Mrs. 
Mitchell appeared emotionally upset during the interview 
and at times, Mitchell broke down and wept. He stated that 
he realized that he was suffering from mental depressions and 
shortcomings, and he displayed razor-slash scars on both 
wrists, which he 'said were the result of suicide attempts while 
serving in the U. S. Air Force from October 19^ 1961, to 
August 10, 1964. Mitchell stated that he is presently 
receiving $24o per month compensation from the United States 
Government, which represents 100^ disability following his 
honorable discharge from the U. S. Air Force for psychiatric 
reasons. 

Mitchell admitted that he has been a subscriber to 
’’The Thunderbolt, " and that he had directed letters to that 
publication in the past, setting forth his opinions regarding 
racial matters and problems. 

"The Thunderbolt" is described in the 
characterization of the National States Rights 
Party in the Appendix hereto, 

Mitchell volunteered that he became "disillusioned" 
over alleged "white supremecy" while serving with the U. S. 

Air Force in Germany and had since become Interested in the 
Ku Klux Klan and other "hate organizations"] however, he 
stated that he has since realized the fallacies of the policies 
of these organizations and is going to disassociate himself 
immediately from them altogether. Mrs, Mitchell stated that 
she had never agreed with her husband's former beliefs in this 
regard and felt that he was on the verge of another mental 
breakdown. ■ 


Mr. and Mrs. Mitchell stated that they planned to 
depart from New Castle, where both were reared, during February, 
1966 , for Youngstown, Ohio, where they will reside and seek 
employment. Mitchell stated that he planned to discontinue 
any contact with "hate organizations" in the future.

W, E. Houchins, Hinton, W, Va,, identified as head .of the 
West Virginia-Vlrglnia chapter of the National Knights of 
the Ku Klux Klan, stated that plans had been made to stage 
a rally somewhere between Bluefleld and Princeton, W, Va,, 
late in April, I966, Houchins said that 10,000 persons 
were expected to attend, including grand dragons from 
five states. He said that he was seeking a site for 
the rally. 


Another article appeared in the "Bluefleld Daily 
Telegraph, " on March 10, 1966, under the caption, "Klan 
Can't Find Suitable Pasture in Area for Its Planned Rally. " 
This article stated tha^'west Virginia's Ku Klux Klan"was 
having trouble finding an available "cow pasture" which 
would accommodate 10,000 klansmen. Houchins, mentioned 
above, stated that he had "run into a real problem" in that 
he had made dozens of telephone calls and had driven about 
300 miles and had been unable to locate a site for the pro- 
posed rally. He said that the rally would be held in late 
April or early May, 1966. Houchins allegedly stated that 
his klan group did not hold a charter at present but 
indicated that he would apply for one within the next 
three weeks.

Reference is made to memorandum dated March 16, 

1966 captioned as above. 

The picket scheduled by the captioned organization 
to be held at the Board of Education Building of Kettering, 
Ohio, 3490 Far Hills, Kettering, Ohio, was held as scheduled 
by members of the National Knights of the Ku Klux Klan from 
the hours of approximately twelve o'clock noon to 1:00 PM 
on March 19, 1966. The pickets consisted of approximately 
28 individuals, all but ten of which wore white robes. Four 
women were included in the pickets. An American flag was 
carried by one of the persons in the picket and several others 
carried confederate flags. Some other persons on the picket 
line were carrying placards some of which read as follows; 
"Stamp out socialism in schools," "Do you want your school 
integrated," "Yesterday, today, tomorrow, forever KKK," 
and "Help save America - join KKK". 


The picketing was peaceful and no incidents occurred. 
They walked up and down in front of the building on the sidewalk 
and were orderly. The leader of the pickets appeared to be 

a self admitted recruiter for the National Knights 
of the Ku Klux Klan in Ohio. 

I carried a two-vjay transistorized radio and 
apparently had individuals stationed in the vicinity giving 
him reports on activity as observed by them from vantage points. 
The National Knights of the Ku Klux Klan also had individuals 
at the picket taking photographs of the picket taking place 
and of police officers and others in the immediate vicinity.
